been engaged for many years in 
Naval and Military Work, in this 
and other countries; and on the 
week that war broke out we had 
erected our. first building before 
Sunday arrived. We have now one 
hundred buildings and nearly four 
hundred Officers engaged in this 
sphere, Within the next few weeks 
we hope to open other Institutions, 
one in the Strand (part of the Mar- 
coni building) and another opposite 
King's Cross railway station. 

Mrs. Booth was'cordially ejected-, 
Her presence as a leader and mother 
was appropriate and inspiring,- It 
is a great joy' to me (she said) to 
realize that there' is another iron in 
the fire, another door opened, for 
Salvation Army uses; and 1 Hunk it 
is a special pleasure to us inasmuch 
as this Home has been provided 
at the request of the military 
authorities. 

War, Mrs. Booth pointed out, can 
hurt and maim and kill the body; 
"but there are sadder happenings 
than death on the battlefield. There 
are evils and forces which war 
against the soul and maim and de- 
stroy that; and just hecnirse »! 
realize that this war is a fight lor

Major-General Sir Francis -Lloyd 
was not content merely to declare 
the new Home open, or, as-we have 
indicated, to present us with yet an- 
other .beautiful .appellation.

LEAVING Edmonton, after a 
strenuous, but very success- 
ful, Sunday at Edmonton 
"II., the thriving North-End 
Corps, Commissioner Sowton 
turned his attention to some of 
The Army's Posts in Northern Bri- 
tish Columbia, travelling via the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, which has 
opened to the traveller a region rich 
in peerless scenic grandeur. 

It takes you through the beautiful 
Alpine valleys of the Rockies aud 
past the base of Canada's greatest 
peak— Mount Robin sen— with an 

altitude of 13,700 feet. "A giant 
among giants, immeasurably su- 
preme." It traverses ground hal- 
lowed hy history, by Indian legend, 
and by the romance of the' path* 
finders of the fur trade, But this is 
only by the way— it would require 
spucial issues of "The Cry"" to do 
the subject justice. 

After nearly two days and two 
nights in the train, the Commis- 
sioner reached the quaint little In- 
dian village of Andimaul. This is a 
most interesting 1 spot indeed, nestl- 
ing as it docs under the shadow_ of 
some mighty peaks of the Rockies, 
on the Upper Skccna, which rushes 
on in its- rapid race to the Pacific. 

Previous to the advent of the G-. 
T. P., which covers the distance be- 
tween Andimaul and prince Rupert 
in seven hours, it required four or 
five, and 1 sometimes as many as 
eight and ten days, to reach it by 
steamer or canoe from' the mouth of 
the Skccna at the Pacific Ocean. 
Andimaul derives its name from a 
spot in a neighbouring mountain, 
where the old people used to sit 
studying the sun and moon to sec 
what kind of weather they would 
.have. It U said it is the only native 
viriage on the Upper Skeena which 
derives its name from an old cus- 
tom. It was formed twelve years 
or so ago by a number of natives 
who had become Salvationists and 
left their own villages with their 
heathenish customs, etc., behind. 
They requested The Salvation Army 
to send them Officer*, and they have 
been at work tliefc all this time. 

The Commissioner was met on 
his arrival by Adjutant Halpcnny, 
who has spent a number of years 
amongst the natives of Alaska and 
"British Columbia, and Sister Elsie 
Jackson, the village school teacher. 
Not many tpccfefe are able to get to 
these places in the course of a year, 
so it is not at all surprising that the 
Commissioner received sufch a warm 
welcome. Several native comrades 
were fllfin oh hand, all anxious to 
assure the -Commissioner of their 
great pleasure at having him in their 
midst again. 
■ On the occasion of the Commis- 
sioner's visit, many of the comrades 
were away, hut two very helpful 
services were conducted by our 
Leader, In the first service the 
Commissioner- dedicated two infants 
— one of whom was called after Ad- 
jutant Halpenny and the other after 
the school teacher. The Officers 
were greatly cheered through the 
meetings, and considerable business 
connected with the affairs of the 
village wis discussed. '. 

During Ihc time we were at Andi-. 
maul the kitchen chimney caught 
fire, and it was an amusing sight to 
see Staff-Captain Peacock, who ac- 
companied the Commissioner on 
this trip, on top of the house, pour- 
ing into th'e burning chimney water 
and snow. : «The fire was soon^ex- 
tiiigulsfacd, thanks to the prompt 



efforts of Adjutant Halpenny and 
the others concerned. ' ^ 



Prince Rupert 
From Andimaul the Commissioner 
travelled on westward to Prince 
Rupert, the west coast- terminous of 
the G. T. P.— the gateway or front- 
door city to the great new North- 
land of the Pacific. The city is situ- 
ated on Kaien Island and connected 
with the mainland by a great sleel 
bridge. It has a large natural har- . 
bour, fourteen miles long and with, 
deep water and good anchorage and 
devoid of strong tidal currents. 
With sueh great natural advantages, 
who can safely say what is the fu- 
ture of this young giant as yet 
scarcely awake. The Salvation Army 
was in at the beginning, aud means 
to stay here, Tourist traffic has 
been heavy during the past season, 
hut ordinary shipping, largely owing 
to the war. has been limited, and 
the city at present is much less pros- 
perous than a year or so agoi But 
it will rise again. 

The Commissioner spent- two 
nights here, the first one in the in- 
terests of the Young People at an 
Outpost in one of the outer districts 
of the city. Captain aud Mrs. 
Cooper, Officers in charge of the, 
Corps, certainty have the interests 
of the Young People at heart. They 
found it difficult to secure new chil; 
dren for their Young People's meet- 
ings, so looked out for new pastures. 
They found an empty huilding in 
the above-mentioned district and 
secured it rent free, and have a 
crowd of boys and girls who have 
been organised into Troops of Life- 
Saving Scouts and Guards.- At the 
' meeting conducted with them by 
the Commissioner, there was a 
splendid attendance, although 'the 
weather was very Unfavourable. The 
Y.->ung People listened most atten- 
tively to the words of the Commis- 
sioner. 

The iickI night ihc Commissioner 
-w:is announced to speak in the. Cita- 
dtl on c 'The Salvation Army and the 
Great War." Rev. Dr. Grant, of 
the Presbyterian Church, who "pre- 
sided, stated he was always pleased 
tc be with his Salvation Army 
friends. He look the audience hack 
a few years to the jiinie when there 
w.is a dispute aa to whether they 
would have an organ or not iu his 
Church. In the midst of this The 
Army drum came, and one can eas- 
ily imagine the feelings of disgust 
and surprise with which the. advent 
of the drum was received, but, 
"happily those days are now long 
past," said the Doctor, "and The 
Army is now recognized as having 
been raised up by God for a particu- 
lar purpose— the saving of man* 
kind. 1 '' 

Mr. Grant also said: "The Army 
has led us all in interpreting Christ's 
message of social uplift — they are 
missionaries in this respect." 

Rev. J, F. Dimmick (Methodist 
Minister) opened the service with 
prayer. Previous to the delivery of 
the Commissioner's, address some 
very creditable numbers were con- 
tributed by the Lifc-Savirtg Scouts 
and Guards. t- 

The Commissioner's address, which 
was delivered in his usual forceful 
and interesting manner, was punc- 
tuated with applause at frequent in- 
tervals, The story of what our 
Organization is endeavouring to do

A MOTHER'S VIEW 
TN a remarkable letter to the New 
'■York " Times/* an American 
mother, replying to another Ameri- 
can mother .who propounded the 
question, "Was I right or wrong to 
consent to my son entering the
